Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on July 20, 2009, which has been 
entered in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10, 12, and 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
MoriZumi et al. (US 6459588) and liuyama et al.( US 6772953) teaches a 

contactless card having an antenna. 

However, none of prior art teaches a method for manufacturing an antenna of a 
hybrid contact-contactless or contactless smart card comprising depositing a layer of a 
material consisting essentially of resin on a predetermined zone on the antenna support 
wherein the zone corresponding to the location where the entire antenna is to be printed 
or being slightly larger than the location, wherein the layer of a material consisting 
essentially of a resin is more dimensionally stable than the antenna support at elevated 
temperature an pressure, and the antenna comprising turns and two connection pads of 
conductive ink is screen printed on a zone of the antenna support wherein the zone 
corresponding to the location where the entire antenna is to be printed or being slightly 
larger than the location and on which a material consisting essentially of resin has been 
deposited and where the material consisting essentially of resin is more dimensionally 
stable than the antenna support at elevated temperature and pressure as set forth in the 
claims.
